Alabama and 
Tennessee exchange students and 
credit at the graduate level of study. 
T.V.A. Cooperates 
The program is one of the few 
operating regional projects in the 
fifed of higher education in the 
sojith and in the nation. Co-oper- 
ating with the universities are the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, state 
and local governmental agencies, 
and other federal agencies located 
in the southern region. 

Educational features of the pro- 
ject are administered by a joint 
committee representing the three 
universities and other agencies and 
by an educational director operating 
from the Bureau of Public Admini- 
stration at the University of Ala- 
bama. James W. Martin, distin- 
guished professor of economics and 
director of the Bureau of Business 
Research here has been the repre- 
sentative on the committee the past 
four years. He will be succeeded 
by Dr. Gladys Kammerer, associate 
professor of Political Science. 

Nine college and university gradu- 
ates are currently studying under 
one-year fellowships granted by the 
program to become experts in the 
field of public administration in 
the South. They enrolled as stu- 
dents of the University of Tennes- 
see for the Winter quarter and are 
scheduled to be here for the Spring 
quarter to complete their one year 
of training.

He's Hurt - - 
Blames Kernel

Houston University 
Offers Study Centers 
In Southern Lands 

Students, graduates, and faculty 
members from colleges all over the 
country are expected to enroll this 
summer in the University of Hous- 
ton International Study Centers. 
Dr Joseph S Werlin. director of 
the centers, said in announcing that 
a new center will be opened in Cuba 
this summer. 

Dr. Werlin bases his expectations 
on the result of last summer's cen- 
ters, in which twenty-five colleges 
and universities were represented. 

These study centers, which also 
include Mexico and Guatamala, are 
designed to acquaint the students 
with the social, cultural, and his- 
torical aspects of Latin-American 
countries. Dr. Werlin explained. 
Field trips, sight-seeing tours, and 
recreational excursions to spots of 
historical and cultural interest are 
scheduled, he said. A unique, all- 
expense plan enables students to 
save materially in the costs of travel, 
housing, meals, and tours, the direc- 
tor explained. 

Cuba Trip Is $275 

Traveling and living costs for the 
Cuba center are $275, excluding tui- 
tion. For the combined Mexico- 
Guatemala center, the expense is 
$340. excluding tuition. The tuition 
is based on the subjects taken. 

These study centers are recog- 
nized by the Veterans' Administra- 
tion, and veterans are exempt from 
tuition and receive their usual sub- 
sistence allowance. Dr. Werlin said.

Kentucky's turnament - bound 
Wildcats moved into the top ten 
teams on the nation in both offense 
and delense the past week, although 
dropping from fifth to seventh place 
in the offensive department. They 
returned to the top ten in defense 
for the first time since mid-season, 
with a tenth place defensive average 
Of 43 points per game. The Wildcat 
offensive average is 69 1. 

Western Kentucky moved from 
sixth to fifth place with an offensive 
average of 69.4 points in 27 games, 
but are net among the top ten de- 
! Tensive teams. 

North Carolina State forged into 
the offensive lead with a 77.1 aver- 
age in 28 games. The Southern Con- 
ference champs have lost but two 
games. Rhode Island State, the per- 
ennial national scoring leaders, have 
a firm hold on second place with 
a 75 3 average. Next best is Bowl- 
Green's 70.5. i 

The defensive-minded Oklahoma 
AHgies are still in a class all by 
themselves as far as defensive aver- 
ages are concerned. In winning 24 
of 27 starts, the Hank Iba men have 
limited their opponents to an aver- 
age of 31.6 points per game. Second 
best is Alabama with 39.7. The re- 
maining eight teams are bunched 
together separated by only a lew 
tenths of a point. 

The Wildcats met two of the lead- 
ing defensive teams during the reg- 
ular season and gave their averages 
a licking, but none of their oppon- 
ent* are listed as offensive leaders. 
Three SEC teams are among the 
top ten in defensive averages.
